If You Act Fast 

Ever write a check and then 
regret it? If so, you ought to 
know that you can ask your bank 
to stop payment on a check al¬ 
ready WTitten but not yet ap¬ 
plied to your account. 

If a check is lost, or if you’ve 
had second thoughts on the wis¬ 
dom of writing it, inform your 
bank at one. A stop payment or¬ 
der is an offical notice asking 
the bank to ref se to a 

check you have drawn. Such no¬ 
tice should describe the check 
fully, giving ' date. amount, 
payee’s name ami the check num¬ 
ber. Some banks may accept such 
information over the phone, but 
will insist-that the verbal order 
be followed immediately by a for¬ 
mal (irder in writing. 

Don’t rely on frequent use of 
stop payment orders to cover im¬ 
pulsive misuse of checks, how¬ 
ever. Generally banks levy a 
charge on each prder to help 
cover the cost of handling.

A. Tlie marriaife must he re¬ 
ported as it will terminate this 
child’s entitlement to benefits on 
lier father’s account. Be sure to 
show her name and claim number 
n hich is your deceased husband’s 
social security number followed 
by the letter “C.” 

Q. I plan to move next month 
and I have to depend solely on my 
social .security check. What must 
T do to make sure my checks fol¬ 
low me? 

A. When you have a definite 
moving date and ad<lress, com¬ 
plete and mail the change of ad¬ 
dress card you were given when 
you applied for benefits, or write 
a letter giving your name, your 
old address, and your new ad¬ 
dress. Be sure to Include your 
claim number. If it is convenient, 
you may want to visit the district 
office and complete the change of 
addi’ess card. You should also 
leave your new forwarding ad¬ 
dress with the Post Office. 

Q. My son is receiving a benefit 
on his deceased father’s account. 
He will be 18 in December. How¬ 
ever, he is disabled and cannot 
work. Will his benefits stop when 
he reaches 18? 

A. Children’s benefits cease 
when the child reaches age 18, un¬ 
less the child has a disability that 
began before age 18. If it is estab¬ 
lished that your son is totally dis¬ 
abled, he would continue to re¬ 
ceive benefits. Visit your social 
security office to inquire about 
filing a special application. Be 
sure to take along the claim num¬ 
ber under which he is presently 
receiving benefits. 

Q. I am receiving social sec¬ 
urity benefits and have recently 
notified the Post Office Depart¬ 
ment of iny change of address. Is 
this all that I need to do? 

A. No. Changing your address 
at the Post Office will not change 
the records at the social security 
office. You should also notify your 
.social .security office, making sure 
that you give them your claim 
number. 

Q. My mol lier, who was receiv¬ 
ing a widow’s benefit, has recent¬ 
ly died. I told the mailman of 
this event so that he would not 
deliver any more checks. Is there 
anything further I must do? 

A. You should notify the So¬ 
cial Security Administration as 
soon as possible of the date of 
your mother’s death, making sui‘e 
that you include the claim num¬ 
ber under which she was receiv¬ 
ing benefits. 

Q. My daughter, for whom 1 
am receiving benefits, has taken 
a part-time job. Must I report 
this now or wait until the end of 
the year? 

A. If she expects to earn over 
§1200 for the year, it should be 
reported immediately and an es¬ 
timate of her yearly earnings 
should be given. Be sure also to 
show the social security mnuber 
under which beenfits are being 
paid.

The egg is one of our most val¬ 
uable foods; it is also probably 
one of our most abused because 
it is so often not stored or-pre¬ 
pared correctly. 

For maximum quality, eggs 
should be stored refrigerated and 
covered. The shell is porous and 
can absorb odors and flavors of 
other foods in the reffrigerator if 
they are left uncovered. 

Everyone can cook eggs so that 
they retain their flavor, tender¬ 
ness and attractiveness if a few 
simple rules are followed. Eggs, 
even when hard-cooked, should be 
I cooked at low to modei*ate tem¬ 
perature. Do not keep them at 
Iwiling temperatures; this causes 
[them to become hard, tough,.off 
color, and untasty. 

To cook eggs, cover them with 
water to come at least one inch 
above the eggs. Bring water to 
I rapid boiling, remove pan from 
burner, and let the eggs stand be¬ 
low simmering temperatures 6 to 


8 minutes for soft-cooked eggs, 
and 20 minutes for hard-cooked. 
Cool promptly in cold water for 
several seconds to prevent fur¬ 
ther cooking. 

Do you ever have a difficult 
time shelling eggs? If so, chances 
are you’ve boiled them and made 
them leathery or you’ve forgotten 
to crack the shell all around be¬ 
fore shelling. You will find that 
dipping the cracked eggs in a 
bowl of w'ater will also help to 
ease off the shell. 

Concerned about egg color? 
Don’t be! It makes no dilTerence 
whatsoever in quality. Different 
egg colors are simply character¬ 
istics of different chicken breeds.

EDUCATED FiSH? 

Do game fish really “wLse up” 
to fi.shermen? 

You can get a lot of opinions 
— ])ro and con — on a fi.sli’s 
ability to outfo.v the angler. 
And there’s considerable evi¬ 
dence to snppoif both views. 

Generally, however, it's con¬ 
ceded by experts that a bass, 
despite its pea-sized brain, has 
the discrimination to deliberate¬ 
ly shun a fisherman’s artificial 
offerings. And, according to the 
folks at Mercury outboards, 
proof of "educated” fish is 
readily available. 

Take waters subject to heavy 
fishing i)ressures, for instance. 
Tlmse contain tlie smartest fish. 
Though worked hard, resiilU 
are poor, and the common com¬ 
plaint is: "fished out.” Yet 
draining invariably reveals a 
healthy population with a sur¬ 
prising number of lunkers. 

The fish are there; they sim¬ 
ply smarten up to ordinary 
lures and methods.. 

Contrast this situation With 
wilderne.ss waters which har¬ 
bor about the same number of 
fish per acre. These fish re¬ 
spond as if im-os were going out 
of style. They’re not any hun¬ 
grier than their urban cousins 
—just more naive. 

Even hatchery trout — those 
surviving the first few hours 
after being dumped from a 
truck — learn to avoid phony 
foods .with hidden barbs. In "put 
and take" waters it is not un¬ 
common for large fish, six to 
eight years old, to show Up in 
early season catches. 

Incidentally, this indicates 
fish may suffer from lapse o£ 
memory over the winter months. 
Forgetting the previous year’s 
lessons, they are easier to catch. 
When spring fishing resumes. 

You can bet your bait bucket, 
that by the time a trout or bass 
graduates Into the grandpa cat¬ 
egory he’s learned plenty about 
fishing and fishermen. And 
you’ll have 'to do your home¬ 
work well to catch up.

American sportsmen will be 
happy to learn that at long last 
a bill (HR 5642) has been intro¬ 
duced in the U. House of Repre¬ 
sentatives that is aimed at the 
proper target, the criminal iisg 
of firearms. 

Introdudced on March 2, 1966, 
by Honorable Robert R. Casey 
of Houston, Texas, the bill pro¬ 
vides that "whoever uses or cai*- 
ries any firearm during the com¬ 
mission of any robbery, assault, 
murder, rape, burglary, kidnap¬ 
ping, or homicide (other than in¬ 
voluntary manslaughter) ’’ shall 
be sentenced to 5 years in prison. 

If Mi‘. Casey’s bill becomes law, 
the hardened criminal and punk 
would-be criminal will think twice 
before using a firearm in the 
commission of a crime. The law

It Avas this clay, in 1807 that 
the inA'estor’s steamship arrived 
in Albany after chugging-the 150 
miles from Ncav York City in the 
incredible time of 32 hours. 

Fulton’s “Clermont” was the 
first commercially successful 
steamboat. The ship Avas named 
after the hamlet in Columbia 
County, NeAv York, where Fulton 
lived. 

The stamp marks the 200th an¬ 
niversary of the birth of Robert 
Fulton in Little Britain, Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

Early in life, Fulton was a suc¬ 
cessful artist, using the money he 
received from commissions for 
portraits to undei-write the cost 
of his experiments Avith steam en¬ 
gines and other inventions. 

In 1802 he met Robert Living¬ 
ston, the United States Minister 
to France, Avho was also inter¬ 
ested in steampower. Together 
they launched a steamboat on the 
Seine a year later. It immediately 
sank. Te engine Avas too heavy. 

Fulton’s successful steamboat 
over-shadowed earlier experi¬ 
ments by James Rumsey and 
John Fitch. 

The design of the Robert Ful¬ 
ton stamp Avill be unveiled June 
11 Avith ceremonies in Clermont, 
Columbia County, New York, and 
approximately 115 million stamps 
will be pnnted.

The changes in hand signals had 
been proposed in bills filed by the 
Massachusetts Safety Councils 
and former Governor Endicott 
Peabody.
